Claims 35, 51, 52 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Fischer (US 4619449). 

Web draw-in 2 has a circumferential length with spikes 6 provided thereon. The 
portion of draw-in 2 with respective spikes used during drawing-in of a paper web is 
then moved/rotated out of engagement with the paper web (i.e. the "first spike bearing 
portion" reads on the portion of element 2 between approximately the 3 o'clock and 12 
o'clock positions as shown in fig. 2). The second spike-free portion reads on the portion 
between any two spikes not between the 3 and 12 o'clock positions. All portions of 
element 2 are in contact with the paper. 

Claims 35, 46-48, 51, 52 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Assony (US 3367549). 

Note web draw-in 11, 12, 15, spikes 21 , and means including element 25 for 
causing the spikes to penetrate the paper web 10 only during draw-in. Assony 
discloses that the paper web is retained on the spikes 21 , therefore, the spikes includes 
paper web retention devices (claim 52). Assony further discloses that the draw-in (1 1 , 
12, 15) is in the form of a belt that could be metallic or a material that is non-metallic 
(col. 2, lines 56-58). The storage path reads on the location where the portion of the 
draw-in which is not in contact with the paper is located. The second spike-free portion 
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reads on the portion between any two spikes or on the portion of element 25 without 
spikes. All portions of the draw-in are in contact with the paper. 

Claim 53 is allowed. 

Applicant's arguments filed 4/20/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The rejected claims still read on the prior art as noted above.
